The West-Expanding 


Prairie, Atreage and Railway Con: 
struction Figures 

The great importdnce of railway 
construction inthe prairie. provinces 
is strikingly depicted in a report re- 
cently published with respect to pro- 
gress in this regard in Saskatchewan 
during the past ten years. 

Practically 3,500 miles of railway 
were constructed-during the decade 
from 1905 to 1916. Of this, the 
greater. proportion’ was built in an 
easterly and westerly direction, that 
in a northerly and southerly direction 
being: composed mainly of branclt 
lines, built as feeders for the main 
lines. ‘ 

“Measured in terms of acreage,’’ the 
report declares, ‘“‘the possibilities sug- 
gested by this increased railway mile- 
age are striking. Taking the increase, 
in rotnd numbers, to have been 3,500 
miles, and fixing the distance on each 
side of the line for profitable farming 
at ten miles, a total increase of area 
has been made available for occupa- 
tion’ under conditions of advantage 
amounting to almost 45,000,000 acres.

cannot be repeated too often; if at 
the beginning of the war we were 
able to complete the equipment of our 
army with a rapidity which was not 
among the least of the surprises of 
the German staff, we owe it to the 
fleets which rendered us masters of 
the seas. 

“Under present conditons the mas- 
-tery of the sea is not only an advan- 
tage but a ne¢essity. The greater 
part of our coal-producing districts 
being in the hands of the enemy, the 
loss of this mastery would not only 
reduce Great Britain tosa state of 
famine and force her to capitulate, 
but France and her new ally. Italy 
would: be unaple to continue to sup- 
ply their factories with coal and to 
‘assure their military transports. 
They too would soon be at the mercy 
of their adversaries. 

“Mastery of the seas is a vital con- 
dition -of success for the allies, In 
the Mediterranean it is assured by 
‘the Franco-Italian fleets, and in the 
chanhels by our flotillas. . But the 
crtical point is the North Sea. We 
cannot know what measures” have 
been taken: by the British admiralty 
to combat the perpetual menance.’ The 
mobilization of the huge (British) 
fleet naturally necessitates a very 
great industrial effort. The British 
ships do not, like the German, re- 
main safely at anchor in the ports. 
A large number of them are contin- 
ually on duty, and this results, espec- 
ially for the lighter craft, in contin- 
ual repairs.” 

The Temps then cites figures which 
give an idea of the work done in the 
shipbuilding yards and the enormous 
effort necessary to tle upkeep of the 
fleet, and proceeds:: : 

“To this capital support on the seas 
the British empire has added the as- 
sistance of its industrial and financial 
resources, and its military effort on

adian Countryman. 

That is the advertisement that will 
be displayed to Toronto consumers 
this fall. Perhaps there will be far 
more than the specified number of 
bushels. One hundred thousand is a 
conservative estimate. But what there 
are the children will have grown for

The European war was doubtless the 
dominant factor in the great falling 
off in exports of agricultural imple-, 
ments, gsitice the decrease in sales to 
Europe was disproportionate to that 
in sales to other sections. Thus ex- 
ports of agricuJtural implements to 
European Russia, usually the greatest 
of foreign markets for this class of 
American mauufacturers, practically 
ceased, as did also those to Germany, 
while huge losses likewise occurred in 
sales to France and other European 
countries. Another contributory fac- 
tor was the recent establishment of 
great plants in Russia and France 
financed and controlled by American 
capital for the manufacture of farm- 
ing machinery. . 

Information reaching the depart- 
ment of commerce, however, indicates 
a growing use of machinery on farms 
both in Europe and elsewhere, a ten- 
dency which will doubtless be even 
more pronounced upon the resumption 
of peace, since the devastation of war 
ig causing a marked shortage in hum- 
an and animal labor, necessitating 
proportionately more machinery.for 
the ‘successful conduct of farming. 
Russia, for example, possesses one- 
seventh of the entire area of the world 
and an even larger proportion of the 
land devoted to cereal crops, which 
require for their cutlivation more 
machinery than most other classes of 
farm. products, General depression in 
Canada, Argentina and elsewhere so 
reduced buying power in 1914-15 that 
new agricultural machinery has not 
been purchased in the usual quanti- 
ties, but with a restoration of normal

From. these’. fig- 
ures an idea of the extent of the work 
may be gained, and the quanfity~of 
potatoes to be produced may be ¢al- 
culated. 

But the greatest benefit 
rived from this patriotic feature of 
production will not come, from the 
money secured from the sale of pota- 
toes. That will help, and if Kitchener

But the greatest good will come. to 
the children themselyes. To labor in 
a great and good cause, to give un- 
selfishly for the public weal—these 
are the principles which must be 
taught, and practical experience is 
the best teacher. Such work will 
tend to develop traits of character 
that are the foundation upon which 
true co-operation rests, and which 
lead to improved social and economic 
conditions, 

It will mean more to the right sort 
of child to produce something for the 
sake of the empire than to win a 
money prize. It is a step in the right 
direction. ‘

Thereis no doubtin the world about this and every resi- 
dent of every town should take it upon himself to do all 
possible for the furtherance of education’ for it is his un- 
boanden duty. Fortunately} there is no need for admonition 
to the people of Wainwright. They have done their work and 
sofar they have done it well. They have taken advantage 
wherever advantage has presented itself of all that which. 
may tend. to make their schools better than they were before. 
This they have done in the past and, let the STar hope, tbat 
their present methods will be continued with the same de- 
termination in the future. . :

With this then, the people of Wainwright in 
helping along education have purely and simply been helping 
themselves. In furthering education in Wainwright, they will 
still be furthering their own good. 


PREPARATION AND SOLDIERS NEEDED 
IN THIS AGE OF WAR 


HE FORMATION OF A HOME GUARD in Wainwright 

is a step in theright direction and the muster of mcm- 

hers at the first get-to-gether on Friday evening did much to 

prove how very .heartily the movement had been taken up in 

this town. In this action, Wainwright residents are but fol- 

lowing the steps laid down by other communities such as this 

and by largercities throughout the Jength and breadth of the 
Dominion.

All this, because Britain could 
not put.ap army into the field ona parallel with that of pre- 
paced Germany. Britain lacked equipment and efficient men. 
These, (termany had, Germany pitted them against those of 
her enemies.- She made progress and she prolonged the war. 
Germany's preparedness aud her dastardly methods allowed 
her to yetalmost within the gates of Paris, they allowed her 
to enter Warsaw and her preparedness is the weapon she now 
wields on her march toward Petrograd. 

The formation of a home guard corps in the various cities 
wind towns isa step to alleviate our state of unpreparedness. 
It isa movement formed by the people and for the people. > It 
13 @movement instigated by that British spirit which says: 
“Now we have goneso_far with this war we will see it 
through and see it through to our liking”. “l'o some this home 
xuard corps may seem a poor substitute for the real thing. 
But is it? _All cannot go to war at this time for business does 
not permit them, But they can prepare themselves and if 
ever «occasion does nrise, they can find themselves equipped 
with the necessary fundamentals needed by the kbaki clad for 
these are what the home guard movement provides.

The fact that there are no domes- 

manufacturers explains why the 
(ergentina urban population is con- 
fined to practically two cities, Kbuenos 
Atres and Rosario, the former of which 
contains more people than Canada's 
six largest cities. 

If Argentina had cultivated the honie 
market she would now have possessed 
a number of medium sized cities in 
which there would be some manu- 
facturing development. With the ex- 
ception of the two cities referred, the 
Argentine farmer has no market and 
exports his products in the shape of 
yaw material to all the countries of 
the world, instead of having his fel- 
low citizens put it through some of 
the processes of manufacture as is 
done ip Canada and the United States.

Don’t Grow “Weeds

Every Precaution Should be Taken t> 
Rid Premises of. Weeds 

The unsightly weed patches ‘about 
the prémises snould be cut down be- 
fore they seed to make ranker crops 
for next year, Such weeds os spring 
u» in the corners, nooks anc unculti- 
vated. spots about the house and im- 
mediate prémises® are offensive In 
more ways than that of being unsight- 
ly; they furnish hiding places for ver- 
min. 

The most expedit.ous way to rid the 
the premises of these weeds is to use 
the scythe where they can be thus 
reached. Where the scythe cannot be 
utilized the pruning hoo': or hoe may 
be’ brought into service;° or,. with 
gioved hands to prevent poisoning, the 
weeds may be pulled up from the cx- 
treme nooks and corners.

An Umbrella 140 Feet High 

Plans have been submitted and are 
being considered by the management 
of Luna Park for the erection of an 
umbrella of enormous size, which will 
cover more than an acre of ground 
and afford ample shade during the hot 
days and provide shelter when it rains 
for several thqusand persons. 

The plan under consideration calls 
for a steel shaft 140 feet: high, with 10 
strong steel ribs each 120 feet long, 
the ribs when lifted to cover an afea 
of 240 feet in diameter. The covering 
of the structure will be light water- 
proof canvas, such as is now used for 
circus tents. At night the mast and 
ribs will be lighted with thousands of 
colored electric bulbs. .Two proposals 
have been made for the masthead, one 
a powerful revolving searchlight, and 
the other: an intermittent flashlight, 
which will answer. for a beacon to in- 
coming ships on the coast, as” it is 
possible to see such a light 30 miles 
at sea.—New York Times.

Paper Money 

The Chiness anticipated what we 
might think to be an essentially mod- 
ern sonventegs hanknotes and 
“paper: monéy} Shons ago as 2697 
B.C.—4,600 years“ azo! One such 
banknote, issued nearly 3,300 years 
ago, is still preserved in the museum 
at Petrograd. The Chinese called 
their notes “flying money,’ or “‘con- 
yenient money.” They bore the name 
of the bank, date of issue, a number, 
an official signature, its value in 
words and figures,’ and, as an add- 
itional precaution against forgery and 
as a help to the ignorant, a pictorial 
representation in coing of an amount 
equal to the face value of the note. ' 

Holders of the notes were, by an 
inscription, exhorted to . ‘Produce all 


‘you can; spend with economy.” 


It is stated that the notes were 
printed in blue ink, anc made of paper 
woven from the fibre of the mulberry 
tree. 

These notes bore also a warning 
inscription of the penalties of 
counterfeiting.
